Plans for the reconstru ction of 
38 miles of cou nty roads that will 
later be maintained by the state 
highway departm ent will likely 
be discu ssed at Monday ’s m eet­ 
ing of the Ru sh cou nty board of 
commissioners. 
Loren Winkler, cou nty su rv ey ­ 
or, and Elmer Harrison, cou nty 
road su perv isor, hav e receiv ed 
notices of this project. 
The state departm ent has an­ 
nou nced that $1,259,604 has been 
allotted to Indiana for su ch 
work, one half of this money to 
be u sed in 1938 and the rem ain­ 
ing half in 1939. 
The federal grant to the state, 
howev er, mu st be matched by 
an equ al amou nt prov ided by the 
state or cou nties. 
Nu mber of miles of road that 
may be inclu ded in this project 
was determined by the state 
highway departm ent on a basis 
of the total nu mber of cou nty 
roads in each cou nty , the total 
area of the cou nty and the nu m ­ 
ber of v ehicu lar miles trav eled 
on the cou nty roads. 
Amou nt of road traffic was de­ 
termined by a recent state-wide 
planning su rv ey , according to 
the letters send the Ru sh cou nty 
highway officials. 
The roads to be inclu ded in 
the project will probably be de­ 
termined by the board of com­ 
missioners, it is u nderstood. 
Althou gh the letters indicated 
that 38 miles of road wou ld be 
“constru cted” in Ru sh cou nty , it 
is believ ed that actu ally the plan 
wou ld resu lt in reconstru cting 
and 
straightening 
“feeder” 
roads. 
Ru sh cou nty officials will hav e 
an opportu nity to hear this pro­ 
gram ou tlined in detail at a dis­ 
trict meeting to be held in 
Greenfield at 1 p. m. on May 7.

Yo uth Denies Entering Lo cal 
Safes but Say s He Tried 
to Crack Them.

Safes in the su perintendent’s 
and principal’s offices here were 
forced open on the night of Feb­ 
ru ary 9 when a considerable su m 
of 
money 
was 
obtained 
bu t 
Somerv ille stated that he was not 
implicated in this bu rglary . 
The y ou thfu l Mu ncie criminal 
denied to Chief Ru ssell Gien- 
denning, who qu estioned him 
Tu esday afternoon in the Madi­ 
son cou nty jail, that he ev en 
knew that the local high schooi 
bu ilding had been entered only 
two nights before he tried to rob 
the safes there. 
Tall, slender and soft-spoken, 
Somerv ille readily admitted that 
he had tried to open the two 
high school safes here bu t said 
that “they were too tou gh” for 
him. At that time they had ju st 
been 
repaired 
from 
the 
on­ 
slau ghts of the prev iou s y eggs 
who were su ccessfu l. 
Somerv ille said that he broke 
a window to enter the local high 
school bu ilding and then forced 
open the door to the manu al 
training room to procu re tools 
with which to attack the strong­ 
box es.

P) — The 
National Safety cou ncil report­ 
ed today approx imately 8,500 
persons died in traffic accidents 
du ring the first qu arter of 1937 , 
a 26 per cent increase ov er the 
total for the same period last 
y ear. 
Decreases in the nu mber of 
motor fatalities for the first two 
or three months of the cu rrent 
y ear were registered by only six 
of the 39 reporting states, the 
cou ncil said. Of the nation’s 93 
cities of 100,000 popu lation or 
more only 15 reported decreases. 
The u rban traffic death record 
for the nation, based on statis­ 
tics from cities of 10,000 or more 
popu lation, showed an increase 
of 30 per cent for the three- 
month 1937 period as compared 
with the 1936 qu arter. 
Chicago’s total of 196 deaths 
was the largest of any city for 
the 1937 qu arter. Bay onne, N. J., 
with a popu lation of 91,100, was

old dropped 10 per cent, and for 
the fiv e to 14 and u nder fou r 
y ear old grou ps, fiv e and 15 per 
cent, respectiv ely . 
Gasoline consu mption, which 
u su ally goes hand in hand with 
traffic death totals, increased six 
per cent in Janu ary , 1937 , ov er 
the same month last y ear bu t 
the increase in fatalities was 26 
per cent, the cou ncil said. Pre­ 
liminary figu res indicated an in­ 
crease of 22 per cent in Febru ­ 
ary gas consu mption and eight 
per cent in March.

Ev ery person is u rged to de­ 
v ote th e day to consideration of th e ideal — It 
sh ou ld be possible for ev ery ch ild to be born 
h ealth y ; to liv e u nder fav orable conditions; to 
be protected from ph y sical, mental and spiritu al 
inju ry ; to possess joy in h ealth from infancy to 
old age. 
Th is is indeed an ideal worth y of emu lation; 
one th at migh t be h eld before ev ery ch ild with 
great promise of benefit being deriv ed. 
High pu blic officials and th ose activ e in su ch 
work ov er th e nation regard th e work of th e 
American Ch ild Health Association v ery h igh ly 
and u rge not only th e observ ance of th is one 
day of th e y ear set aside for special recognition, 
bu t th at th e mov ement be fostered in ev ery pos­ 
sible way th rou gh ou t th e y ear. 
Few commu nities, especially th e smaller ones, 
can stop for ev ery form of special observ ance, 
bu t Ch ild Health Day will not be amiss if it 
brings to th e attention of ev ery one th e need for 
conserv ing'ch ild life. 
Forty th ou sand sch ool ch ildren die ev ery y ear 
from cau ses th at are prev entable — a needless 
waste of life. Of all crippled adu lts, one-th ird 
receiv e th eir inju ries du ring th e first six y ears of 
h is life and a v ery large percentage are need­ 
lessly h andicapped. 
Giv ing th ou gh t to th e ideal wh ich Ch ild 
Health Day presents will work wonders in th e 
h ealth and h appiness of th e people, for to h av e 
good h ealth is th e first requ isite of h appiness, 
and a h appy people are inv ariably su ccessfu l, 
prosperou s people, and good citizens. 


and misgiv ings for th e fu tu re th at h av e no more 
fou ndation in reality th an th e fears pf th e stu ­ 
dents wh o th ou gh t th ey h ad dru nk some poison­ 
ou s su bstance. 
We worry not alone abou t ou r ph y sical well 
being, bu t also ou r bu siness and small, daily 
tasks. Most of u s h av e a weakness for “crossing 
th e bridge before we come to it,” wh en, if we 
wait u ntil we actu ally arriv e at th e point wh ere 
th e “bridge” was su pposed to be, we wou ld dis­ 
cov er th at it was only a “dream bridge.” 
Th is is not to say th at we sh ou ld not plan 
ah ead. Foresigh t is essential to progress and 
noth ing worth -wh ile is ev er accomplish ed with ­ 
ou t h av ing first been th ou gh t th rou gh . Bu t th ere 
is a v ast difference between lay ing plans for fu ­ 
tu re action and worry ing abou t wh at th e fu tu re 
h olds in store. One cou rse is strength ening and 
th e oth er is destru ctiv e. 
Worry may be likened to th e constant drip­ 
ping of water on h ard stone. It at first seems to 
h av e no ev il effect. Bu t it is persistent. Th e h abit 
grows and it begins to become a part of th e in­ 
div idu al wh o permits h imself to dwell on anx i­ 
eties and perplex ities ex isting alone in h is mind. 
A few tests applied to ou r imaginary trou bles 
will sh ow th em to be abou t as ridicu lou s as th e 
New York college ex periment was. 


IMAGINATING INFLUENCES 
Imagination is worse th an th e sting of a bee, 
it was disclosed on an occasion once in an ex ­ 
periment in a New York medical college. Fifty 
stu dents were giv en capsu les to take, some con­ 
taining su gar of milk and some containing poi­ 
son of th e bee and spider. Th e stu dents were in­ 
stru cted to report any sickness th at dev eloped. 
Th e qu ickest to report — and th eir sy mptoms 
were th e most v iru lent — were th ose wh o h ad 
partaken of innocu ou s milk. 
Moralizing seems to be an all too common 
practice in th is age, bu t th e moral h ere is so good 
th at it deserv es some consideration, becau se it 
is so tru e to life. 
Imagine th e su rprise of th e stu dents wh o fan­ 
cied th emselv es ill, wh en th ey learned th at th ey 
h ad partaken only of h armless milk. Yet, th e 
v ast majority of people are h arrassed by fears 


PERIODIC HEALTH EXAMINATIONS 
Th e best argu ment possible for periodic h ealth 
ex aminations is th at it works. It h as been defi­ 
nitely prov en th at it is most adv antageou s to be 
th orou gh ly ex amined at least once a y ear and 
to gov ern y ou r life and y ou r h ealth precau tions 
according to th e findings of th at ex amination. 
A redu ction in th e death rate of insu rance 
policy h olders in fifteen y ears was th e resu lt of 
an ex periment wh ereby th ese policy h olders were 
brou gh t u nder regu lar h ealth ex amination re­ 
qu irements. 
Fu rth ermore a redu ction of abou t fifty per 
cent was brou gh t abou t in ph y sical disability and 
impairment of h ealth in anoth er test wh ich was 
institu ted wh ereby th e participants were requ ired 
to h av e periodic ex aminations. 
It is clear to th e man or woman wh o th inks 
it ou t. It is mu ch better to find ou t wh at is 
wrong and go abou t correcting th at wrong in 
h ealth th an it is to let it dev elop into someth ing 
more seriou s or fatal, or to continu e u ntil it is 
past th e stage of being remedied. Ev en if th e 
ex amination sh ows th at th ere isn’t any th ing 
wrong with y ou r h ealth , wou ldn’t it be a great 
satisfaction to know abou t it?

Fro m Genev a co mes the repo rt 
that there are no w 8,200,000 men 
under arms in co mpariso n with 
6 ,5 00,000 half a decade ag o . 
No w, the fo reig n o ffices tell us 
that armaments are maintained 
fo r the purpo se o f pro mo ting 
peace and security . The idea is 
that the natio n with a larg e army 
and nav y is no t likely to be at­ 
tacked. 
But as a matter o f practical 
ex perience, war seems to increase 
as a menace when ex tensiv e co n­ 
cessio ns are made to the militar­ 
istic g entry - 
Euro pe was armed to the teeth 
in 19 14. Mo reo v er, there was a 
“ balance o f po wer” that seemed 
to g uarantee permanent peace— 
Great Britain, France and Russia 
being lined up o n o ne side, and 
Germany , Austria and Italy o n 
the o ther. 
Yet the spark was pro v ided, 
and v irtually all the Euro pean 
natio ns flew at each o thers’ 
thro ats witho ut the slig htest 
hesitatio n. 
Perhaps this is why British in­ 
surance men are no t letting pres­ 
ent armaments leng then the 
o dds o n war’s pro bability . If his­ 
to ry has any lesso n in this co n­ 
nectio n, it is that w&r is an im­ 
minent threat.

B y th e Asso cia ted Press 
W hen America’s millions of 
divot dig g ers take to the fair­ 
way s — and to the roug h — they 
are unofficially com m em orating 
the g olden anniversary of mod­ 
ern g olf in the United States 
and 
about 
the 
tw enty -three- 
hundredth anniversary of the 
roy al and ancient g am e’s birth. 
It was not a Scotsm an but an 
insp ired, 
tog a-g arbed 
Rom an 
who created the “bug ” which 
^ras to nip millions after evolu­ 
tion in at least four Old World 
countries. 
The Roman — his nam e is not 
recorded in history — invented 
and first p lay ed g olf about 3 60 
B. C. Seventeen hundred y ears 
later Scotsmen w ent to jail for 
love of the g ame which was 
called Pag anica in Rome, Jeu de 
Mail in France, and Het Kolven 
and Kolf in Holland. 
Pag anica was p lay ed on the 
g rassy slop es behind the Coli­ 
seum with a heavily knobbed 
m allet and a ball m ade from 
hide stuffed w ith feathers. 
It 
achieved wide p op ularity and 
soon sp read over the Alp s into 
France. 
The French used the same 
kind of ball but daintier “sticks.” 
The Dutchm en were infected by 
the French. In the sum m er it 
was Kolf. In the w inter it was 
p lay ed on ice and called Het 
Kolven. 
In the 15th century p arlia­ 
m ent took action ag ainst a new 
g ame which was sweep ing Scot­ 
land.

Soon after the rep eal of g olf 
p rohibition the now famous St. 
Andrews g olf course was born. 
But it was 26 3 y ears later th a t it 
ex p anded to allow club p riv­ 
ileg es. 
M eanwhile the “Goff, “Gouff,” 
or “Gowff” nom enclature was 
drop p ed and the g ame became 
known simp ly as “g olf.” 
The balls—“featheries”—orig ­ 
inated by the Romans, were sup ­ 
p lanted by the new g utta-p ercha 
p ills, desig ned to stand up long ­ 
er under early Scotch hooking 
and slicing . 
One century later g olf made 
its first ap p earance in the New 
World. It was in 16 59 th a t the 
authorities a t Fort Orang e—now 
Albany , N. Y. — p rohibited the 
p lay ing of g olf in the town 
streets. This was a move to p ro­ 
tect the windows of shop keep ers 
and the shins of p edestrians. 
About the same tim e several 
Southern 
aristocrats 
whiled 
away Sunday afternoons by p ut­ 
ting 
around 
sp ecially -built 
g reens. 
The first modern g olf in the 
United States dates from around 
1887. 
America’s first rear g olf course, 
however, was built in 1888 — a 
6 -hole affair behind the home of 
John Reid in Yonkers, N. Y. It 
was called the St. Andrews Golf 
Club of Yonkers. Reid and five 
other men of Scotch descent fos­ 
tered the enterp rise. 
Two y ears later the Shinne- 
cock^Iills g olf club, L. I., s ta rt­ 
ed as a 9 -hole course with 40 
members. 
It develop ed to 12 


ho les and then to 1 8 — a new 
hig h. 
Within a few y ears co urses 
sprang up at Chicag o , Bro o k­ 
line, Mass., and Newpo rt, R. I.

William G. Lawrence wo n with a 
snappy 1 8 8 fo r 3 6 ho les.
